London, Deo. 21.— Chamborlain made a 
speech at a private meeting. He said; "The 
political situation is an extraordinarily criti- 
cal one. It has totally ohangtid within 
twenty-four hours." — 

"Although," ho continued, "Ibave often 
diflored with Lord Eandolph Churohill, I 
have never failed to do justice to his great 
ability and t^uiok appreciation of public 
sentiment. Though reared on old toryism 
ho has repeatedly risen superior to it, and 
his position in the present government was 
n guarantee that they would not pursue a 
reactionary policy. Churchill's recent 
speech displayed liberal principles upon 
most important ciuestions. His reBignn- 
tiou is a very siguiUcaut aauouucemout. It 
seems the old tory iutlueuce has gained the 
upper hand. The kuyuoto of OhurohiU's 
policy was to maintain an allianqeiwitlfttho 
uniomsts, although perhaps the ktl^d^^ye 
grown wise by experience and were prepar- 
ed to govern in a liberal spirit. If they 
have abandoned that intention Lord Salis- 
bury must be prepared for the oonne- 
quences. Now,, gentlemen, in this Ktnrt- 
ling ohauge I ask myself what are the Clliid- 
Stonians to do. It seems to iiio thev hnvf 11 | 
great and perhaps a final opportuni'ty. We 
liberals agree on uiuety-uiuo poiutu aud 
diHagree ujjou only one. l^-eu upon Irish 
matters, when I look into thingn, I am 
more ourjjriried at the number of points 
whereon we agreed than at the remainder 
upon which for the present we must be con- 
tent to differ. My opposition to Gladstone's 
biU has been grossly misrepresented. I 
never said I was opposed to the great 
land scheme. I opposed Gludsinne's 
oUl ^maih}| ujpoi) two grounds. First— 
I believed it Would' involvo a loss which 
ttie Irish taxpayers ought not tu bear. 
Second— I am nut prep.red I, do nny- 
thing preoluding an arrangement to make 
IreUnd practically independutit. It is one 
th ng to use all the reaources of a state to 
benetit your fellow ciiizena. It is a dif- 
fereitt thing altogether fo undetarke the 
task for those about to drift from you; 
but I never doubted that it was possible 
to de^iaQ a plan for the settlement of the 
land question. I am conviuoed any of 
the throe liberal leaders can, 80„ arrange a 
sohemo which, without throwing an un- 
fair risk on the British taxpayer, will, 
a short tim|,',make the Irish tenant the 
I owner of the land he dultivatHs We could 
I go even further in the direction of unity; 
even on the question of lucal government,' 
the dififereneo recedes. We have all ageed 
on a scheme applicable to .England and 
Scotland, aud we are prepared to apply it 
with the necessary change of details to Ire- 
land. Are we to remain disjointed, fight- 
ing and in an internecine 8tru(,'gle for the 
benefit of our oppouentj? Or are we to 
uiBi.e the honest attempt 1 If we do not 
agree on every point, at least we can 
agree to hurry those important reforms 
on, in which there is no difference of 
opinion between us, and leave it to time 
and a frank disoussioh of the subject, to 
say whether, when we have accomplished 
these reformj, we may not go a step fur- 
ther in the direction of the views of those 
now unfortunately our opponents. [Load

There has been considerable comment 
upon an interview on the sealing seizure 
had by a reporter of this paper with an 
Alaska attorney' named Clark, whose 
name Waa inadvertently omitted from the 
rep.ort. fH^e latter in no particular ex- 
piressed'the views held by The Colonist up- 
on tho sealing seizure in Behring aea, for, 
with the owners of the seized schoouars, 
wo believe that the act wan an illegal one, 
tho contention of the United States to 
holding rights over the high seas being 
most absurd and without parallel in point 
of assurance. The queation ia now 00- 
cupyiiig the attention of the imp rial gov- 
ernment and no doubt will aooii be satie- 
facturily settled, at any rate as far aa the 
British aealers are concerned. Speaking 
of tho sealing matter yesterday a gentle- 
man interested, said to a representative 
of The Coloniit: 

"I can woU understand who furnished 
the ideas for that article on tho Alaska 
sealing question. The facta of the matter 
are that when tho schooners wero seized 
in Alaska an attorney secured a draft on 
the o w,nera irpm:^he ^tai^mof ^to'thi-ee 
BritisnBchooners'-Beized', 'foV tne'sum of 
$500 each, sbbject to the owners'approval. 
This, the attorney statod, was for prepar- 
ing a memorial to the United States gov- 
ernment, and then introducing-it into the 
courts of Oregon, as he stated justice 
could not be secured in Alaska.^ 

"Wellr>wheii-the''dittftt^dalne along 
we refused point blank to have 
anything to do with the attorney, 
preferring to leave it in tbo hands of our 
own government for rydreia, rather than 
take it into tho courts of tho country which 
ordered tho seizure of tho scboonors, as we 
think illegally. A second nttepipt was 
made to get the exorbitant figure for the 
slight service rendered and we again re- 
fused. The attorney then sued us for the 
amount but Chief Justice Begbie first 
asked him to put , up the usual 
$150 aeonrity in each oaae, -which 
,,^.,.do.^l9^ of^no^jj^^^^ 
relieved ns from further solicitation. 

"The Canadian government havo plac-.7'i 
the matter in tho hands of tho imporia 
authoritien, who have requcHted au explaa 
Btion from tho United States government. 
Secretary Buyard has requested all corres- 
pondeiice on the matter from the secretary 
of the treasury, and here the matter now 
rests. "We had a letter from the minister of 
marine and fisheries some time ago, and ho 
stated that he had no doubt about the ulti- 
mate result being iu our favor, though be- 
ing an international dispute it would neces- 
sarily be slow in adjustment. 

"So far as the ooutentionof your inform- 
ant ia conceited, it entirely arises from dis- 
appointed hopes of gain. We have taken 
the only course open to us in referring it to 
the Canadian govemihent, au^ -Fft hajTP.no 
doubt that oar inte|e8tB,,:n;iU 0^ prjglteoted 
to the utmost,"
